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FOOD FOR FLAMES. 


Whole Counties in Michigan a 
Prey to the Fire Fiend. 


Numerous Lives Lost, Hamlets Wiped 
Out, Farms and Stocks Destroyed. 


DETROIT, September 7.—Reports are be- 
ginning to arrive from the northern and 
northeastern parts of the State showing a 
terrible condition of affairs. The long con- 
tinued drouth rendered everything dry as 
tinder,annd numerous “slashings,” or partly 
cleared tracts of land covered with brush,de- 
cayed timber, and other inflammable mate- 
rials, afford the best possible means for the 
rapid spread of flames carried by the high 
winds which have been prevailing. 
Sanilac and Huron counties, lying along the 
shore of Lake Huron, between Port Huron 
and Saginaw Bay, are the theater of the most 
destruction, which is growing positively ap- 
palling in character. Hundreds of farms have 
already been reduced tea blackened desert. 
The stock and fences of all the farm-build- 
ings were sweptaway. Absolutely nothing 
is left, Nor is this all. Several lives 
are known to be lost. Men, 
women and children were overtaken 
by the flames and suffocated by the stifling 
heat. It is feared when full accounts are re- 
ceived the loss of life may prove terrible. 
The little hamlets of Anderson, Richmond- 
ville, Charleston, Sanilac county, are all re- 
ported wiped out, while Port Hope, Verona 
Mills, Bodax, Huron county, are reported 
wholly or partially burned up. The people 
are flocking to the shore of Lake Huron from 


the interior of these counties as 
the only refuge from the devouring 
flames and are sometimes overtaken : 


by the spreading fires. Not less than twenty 
deaths are already reported, but it is hoped 
some ofthese statements may yet prove in- 
correct. It is feared they do not begin to ap- 
proximate with so unprecedented a condi- 
tion of things. In Tuseola county and the 
next tier of counties back from Lake Huron 
and south of Sagmore, fires are also raging, 
but with not so great severity. Still the 
losses here are simp! overshadowed 
by the more terrible state of 
things in the adjoining counties. The same 
State of facts is true in Lapeer. next to 
South Tuscola. The whole country around 
Saginaw and Bay City is also ablaze from the 
marshes taking fire, and there are reports of 
many losses to farmers beginning to reach 
us. The weather continues excessively hot. 
There are no signs of rain, and where the 
present fearfulcondition of things will end 
nobody can foretell.

The loveless marriages of women 6ffend 
every sense of delicacy, of independence, of 
trutb, of honor: even though we acknowi- 
edge that they hold the gift of beauty as their 
dower, and thst their weakness gives some 
kind of reason far their lack of steadfastness 
inthe face of poverty, and their cowardly 
vielding to the pressure of circumstances. 
Still, make what excuses one will, the thing 
is infamous throughout, and no words can 
be too scathing which denounce it. But if 
this be so with the self-sale of women, 
heavily handicapped in the great race of life, 
what shall we say ofthose men who, with 
the power of mastership given them by both 
nature and social arrangements, are like the 
beggars of Italian cities, too idle to work for 
themselves and only seeking to live on the 
funds of others? Such a man puts all his 
faculties into the hunt after a woman with 
money whom he can induce to believe in his 
disinterestedness.

Oysters With a Big O. 
Chincoteague Letter in the Richmond .icpatch. 
Oysters are tne living of the people and 

there are not probably 150fof the 1, 00 people 
whe do not directly derive their support from 
the oystertrade. Ican only think of the 
emploves at the Assateague Lighthouse and 
the United States signal station and the life- 
saving station, and the proprietors and em- 
ployes of the ftish-fertilizer factories who 
have a living independent of the oyster trade, 
which is principally with New York, l’hbila- 
delphia and Baltimore. The waters of this 
beautiful Chincoteague Bay rest upon an 
oyster bed. These ovsters are mostly culti- 
vated. Thatis, they are taken up in the 
waters away seventy-five or one hundred miles 
below here on the numerous bays and creeks 
and brought up on the oyster vessels in the 
fall and spring and thinly spread 
in this bay, the lines designating 
the different ownerships being marked off by 


stakes stuck at intervals deep in the mud and 


showing above the surface of the water. This 
is called planting, and after laying here two 
years they are takenſup, baving grown to great 
size, and are superior to those of almost any 
waters. The cultivation of these oysters is 
very prontable, generally yielding a profit of 
from 200 to 300 per cent on the outlay, and 
the business last year reached somewhere in 
the neighborhood of $300,000 from this point. 
The planting commences with the lst of Sep- 
tember, and the men who engage in the busi- 
ness are now busily caulking, repairing, tit- 
ting up and painting tbeir oyster vessels and 
etting ready for the work, which the law 
s net allow them to beglu until the day 
named. Then the whole army of ovstermen 
will begin to move, and the season of activity 
will set in and with cold weather they will 
begin to take up their plants and ship, and 
money will be as plentiful here as on Wal] 
street, until the warm weather of next spriug 
stops the demandand brings rest for the next 
summer.

THE study of aboriginal American re mains 
is so clouded by fraud and gross ignorance 
that very little of real value is to be found 
under the chaff that has been gathered over 
the prehistoric history ofthiscountry.

BEEBE claims to have discovered in the 
mounds about Piqua, Ohio, which, of course, 
were built by older people than the Indians, 
fragments of slate scratched with characters 
closely resembling letters of the Raman al- 
phabet.

If the indus- 
trious old mound-builders had an alpha - 
bet, or rather a system of writing, they 
could not have used anything but a series of 
hieroglyphics, which might possibly resemble 
in one or two instances letters of the alpha- 
bet, but the resemblance could not be more 
than accidental. In the highest phase of Az- 
tec civilization the writing was ideographic. 
History and mythology were preserved by 
picture writing, and it is idle to believe that 
a people would abandon a better alphabet for 
a worse one. The mound-builders who 
seratched Maj. BEEBE ’s slates were probably 
wicked boys of the Caucasian race with a 
taste for arch ologxy. 


FRANCE is horrified over the suspicion that 
the Bey of Tunis is supporting the rebels 
against French authority. It is believed that 
the Bey has received orders from Constanti- 
nople to encourage and aid the general insur- 
rection by all the means in his power, and this 
the Bey is doing. It is not at all clear why 
France should be horrified at what it is 
pleased to call the perfidy of the Bey. He 
certainly should not be expected to side with 
France against his own flesh and blood. 


Neither policy nor honesty could dictate to 


the Bey any course of conduct but a stead- 
fast adherence to his people. He is proving 
himself a wiser and a better man than he is 
credited.

against them at the polls. There is no such 
thing as “square” gambling and there is 
nothing that is productive of so much vice as 
public gaming. The city of Chicago is in

It is learned on best authority that fully 
seven-eights of the No.2 red wheat in the 
Toledo elevators will grade No. 2 red in this 
market. The parties who have ordered the 
wheat here from Toledo have no apprehen- 
sions of its missing No. 2 upon arrival. 


Two eustomers of Messrs. Schreiner & Co., 
one from Clinton, Mo., and the other from 
Carlinville, Uls., state that the ground all 
through their section is literaily alive with 
chinch bugs. By simply turning up the 
earth hundreds of these pests are discovered. 
The farmers are afraid to plant wheat, or in 
fact seed of 2 kind, as these bugs will at 
once destroy it. 

The call board rules were carried out to 
the strict letter to-day, and the consequence 
was that several of the thoughtless operators 
made bad breaks for which they were prompt- 
ly fined $1 each. Among those who added to 
the cal] board fund were Gov.

The True Inwardness of the Compromise 
in the Celebrated Amweg-Hasel- 
tine-Paramore Case. 


The truth is not always the truth. This 
fact has been established by certain recent de- 
velopments in the civil suit brought by John 
Amweg, Jr., against W. B. Haseltine. Jr., and 
Fred. W. Paramore for damages for conspir- 
acy and assault, growing out ofa flirtation 
at Uhrig’s Cave about a month ago.

man’s mustache and tenor voice. The suit 
has been compromised, the flirtation is at an 
end, and, if all that is said be true, the belle’s 
family is several hundred dollars out of 

ocket, and the belle herself is at liberty to 
ook for another lover, as it is rumored Mr. 
Fred W. Paramore, the slender and unso- 


investing in orange blossoms and a trousseau 
for Miss Nellie. The story of the flirtation 
and its attendant cireumstances have been 
retty well ventilatedin the PosT-DISPATCH. 
The irtationitself properly belonged tothe 
two young people who were engaged 
init. This paper was fully aware of all the 
phases of that flirtation many days before 
anything was published—of Nellie’s affec- 
tionate notes to the chorus-singer, and of 
the chorus-singer’s notes to the charmer who 
sat in the front seats at the Cave and encour- 
aged him to wilder efforts of vocalism 
by the bright glances of her brown eyes and 
the pretty smiles that played around her 
cherry-red lips. There was nodesire to in- 
terfere with the affections of the couple, 
and nothing should have been 
said, as the Haseltines requested, 
had not the assault been made upon Amweg 
and the matter taken the shape of legal pro- 
ceedings. Thenthe P.-D. gave the facts to 
the public, and eversince that time every 
legitimate piece of newsinregard tothe 
case has been placed in print without fear or 
favor to any one. All that now remains to 
be said is to tell the story of the com- 
promise of the suit, which was 
effected last Friday but which has 
been zealously kept quiet by all the 
parties concerned. Miss Nellie has told her 
‘true story,“ and now the PosT-DISPATCH 
gives Mr. Amweg and his attorneys space to 
tell their true stories. Altogether the indica- 
tions are that a great deal of affection has been 
lavished by Miss Nellie Haseltine upon the 
ex-plaintiff and whilom chorus singer at the 
Cave to obtain the compromise of the suit. 
Some say the operatic gentleman lets go of 
the aggressive end of the case with no such 
barren money of unkissed kisses as thut 
Which Oscar Wilde writes about, but that 
the last interview between the belle and her 
beau, which took place in the 
arlor of Miss . Haseltine’s home on 
Friday, was brought to an end by several 
luscious lip-smackings that might have been 
described in the language of Billy Rice, the 
Susan B. Anthony of the minstrel stage, as 
eg like a cow pulling her hoof out of 
the mud. Kisses or no kisses, that ex- 
chorus-singer insists that Miss Nellie, 
as he affectionately calls her, was very loving 
in her actions towards him and succeeded in 
throwing her bewitching snares abeut him in 
such an artful manner that he could not help 
agreeing to a compromise on a low basis. It 
is said that the interview lasted 
about two hours during which time 
Judge Jones was asleep inthe back parlor, 
while Nellie and Johnny had it all to them- 
selves in the front parlor.

The story of the compromise is told in the 
statements given below, which were obtain- 
ed by P.-D. reporters: : 

_ THE LAWYER’S STATEMENT, 

Judge Wm. C. Jones made the following 
statement relative to the compromise: It 
was distinctly understood that nothing what- 
ever should be said of this matter, and in 
keeping|my mouth closed I have simply 
preserved good faith, and Mr. McCabe did 
the same. Since the other side, 
in the face of their most pasi- 


proper, however, to give a long statement for 
publication, I will say this: That terms for 
settlement were agreed upon after several 
overtures in that direction by the Haseltine 
family. The case has not been dismissed, nor 
isthe matter yet finally disposed of. The 
basis of settlement was as 
follows: $1,000 for attorneys’ fees

of settlement , we placed the figure at $3,000, 
The plaintiff, however, subsequently gave 
them to understand that he would be 
satisfied with $500 if hisattorneys’ fees were 
paid and the costs of the suit. The costs 
have not vet been paid and it was distinctly 
agreed, pursuant to the request of the Hasel- 
tine family that the suit 
should not be dismissed at this 
time in order that further 
publication {might be avoided. They have 
now given it publication, however. The at- 
torneys’ fees, $1,000, have been paid. That 
is all that 1 consider, necessary to say. The 
details of this case and its settlement have 
latterly been in the hands of Mr. McCabe.” _
